Local letter carriers will soon be wear 


ing veteran badges of silk stars instead-, 
of white cord stripes about the arms of 
their coats. This emblem mark is to 
distinguish their length of service in 
Uncle Sam's behalf. 


The postmaster general has ordered 


that hereafter the length of service of 
mail carriers shall be indicated on the 
carriers' uniform by stars instead of .the 
stripes now used for that purpose. The 
arrangement of the new emblem under 


: this order is as follows: Five years' ser- 
vice, one black silk star; ten years, two 
black stars; fifteen years, one red silk 
star;,twenty years, two red silk stars; 
twenty-five years, one silver star; thirty 
years, two silver stars; thirty-five .years, 
one gold star; forty years, two'gold 
stars.

body was brought back to Manila 
Wednesday from San Mateo, where he 
was killed. 


The details of Gen. Laivtou's death 


are that Tuesday morning when Capt. 
Breckem-idge was shot Gen. Lawton 
assisted in taking him into a small 
protected • depression. 
The 
bullets 


rained about him as his tall form was 
exposed above the embankment. 


The officers about him called his at- 


tention to the fact that they were 
shooting at him and begged him to 
'be careful. Gen. Lawton said he must 
see what was going on at the firing 
line, and started .away. He had gone 
but fifty feet when he met his aids, 
King and Fuller, returning. Suddenly 
he paled and clinched his hands. 
King asked what was the matter, and 
Gen. 
Lawton replied: 
"I am shot 


through the lungs." He then pitched 
forward, the blood gushing from his 
mouth. He did not speak again. 


Gen. Lawtoa's staff is grief-stricken 


and cartnot talk. 
Mrs. Lawton .is 


packing up in a dazed way to go "home 
with the deceased. Every one is fear- 
ful of the -result tvheii she 
breaks 


down.. Gen. Otis says he feels that in 
Gen. Lawton's death he has lost his 
right arm. 


The fight at San Mateo was a heavy 


one. A courier estimates that thirty 
Americans were killed and wounded, 
among them several officers besides 
Gen. Lawton and Capt. Breckertridge. 
The troops had marched' from mid- 
night Monday night .until- 9 • o'clock 
Tuesday morning through a furious 
rain to meet the enemyf- 


It is.now reported that the insur- 


gents intend to concentrate at Santa 
Cruz, Laguna province, and in the dis- 
trict east of Laguna de Bay. The Amer- 
ican secret service reports that Agui- 
naldo has joined the 'Mariquiua force.

One of the most gallant 
officers of the army has fallen. At tlie 
time the sad news came to us his nom- 
ination as brigadier-general of the reg- 
ular army was already made for trans- 
mission to the senate, but no rank'can 
enhance his fame. He rose from

ranks of the Ninth Indiana volunteer 
infantry, filling every grade in 
the

unteers, and in three wars was con- 
spicuous for bravery and devotion to 
duty.
